rine taketh away all difference betwixt Few 
and Gentile 3 it giveth unto Iſrael the peculiar 
people of God no more priviledge or dig- 
nity in things pertaining to God, than to the 
worſt of Heathen Idolatersz it was to no 
purpoſe that God diſtinguiſhed them from 0- 
ther Nations by the ordinance of Circumci- 
fion: Thus is corruptNature apt to corrupt the 
precious Truths of the Goſpel. But the A- 
poſile ſhews that the Fews had much advan- 
tage over the Gentiles, cheifly , becauſe that 
unto them were committed the Oracles of 
God: They had the word of God, the wii- 
tings of Moſes and the Prophets given by the 
Inſpiration of the holy Ghoſt, direQing them 
to the Meſſias to whom they were to ſeek for 
Righteouineſs, and in whom they were to 
believe that they might be juſtified : They 
had Sacritices preſcribed them by the wiſdom 
of God, as ſpecial helps to ftrengthen their 
faith in the perfe& Sacrifice of Chriſt the Re- 
deemer 3 and therefore they had much ad- 
vantage above the Heathens, it they iapro- 
ved it for their eternal good ; and yet not- 
withſtanding all this, it was as impoſlible for 
them to be juſtified by their own works and 
xighteouſne(s, as for the Heathens, and _ 
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(5) 
had as much need of Chriſt and his rizhteouſ- 
nels for juſtificatian as _—_ In this the 
Fews had the advantage above the Heathens, 
that they had far better means to lead them 
unto Chriſt than the Heathens :; Herein they 
were both alike, that neither the one nor 
the other could be juſtified and ſaved by their 
own works, but only by Chriſt and his righ- 
teouſneſs. Again in this regard , the con- 
dition of the obſtinate and unbelieving Fews 
was worſe than that of the profane Gentiles, 
that they finned againſt greater light and 
means, not improving their priviledges and 
advantages but receiving the grace of God in 
vain, Then followeth another obje<Qtion, 
It mans unrighteouſneſs commendeth the 


Righteouſneſs of God, if Gods Righteoul- 


neſs in juſtifying ſinners be the more glori- 
ouſly manifeſted by reaſon of mens wicked- 
neſs, how then can ie ſtand with the righte- 
ouſneſs of God to puniſh men for fin? and 
again, if the glory of God, his rich Grace, 
do appear and ſhine forth ſo much the more 
admirably by the heinouſneſs of peoples fins, 
why ſhould any flee from fin, and not rather 
add fin to fin, doing evil that good may come, 
that Gods grace may be the miore manifeſted 
to his glory? The Apoſile rejecteth theſe 
with deteſtation, ſhewing that notwithſtand- 
ing all their perverſe cavils, they ſhall find 
God a fevere judge, and that their damna- 
tion is juſt; for it doth no way leſſen the guilt 
of fin that God getteth glory by it; for fin 
in Its own nature tendeth to the darkning of

and either caſt it out of the ſtomach as foon 
a it 15 taken in, or grow worſe by occafion 
of the remedy ; Our natures are wholly over- 
ſpread with the deadly diſeaſe of fin and cor- 
ruption, and there is no part ſound in them, 

Rom, 9. 23, as the Apoſtle ſaith, T know that in me, that is, 
in my fleſh dwelleth no good thing : He had 
much good in him through grace, a great 
meaſure of the ſpirit of Chrift , but in his 
fleſh, ſo far as he was carnal], fo far as he was 
not renewed by the holy Ghoſt, fo far there 
was no good thing dwelling in him which 
ſheweth that in them which are not regene- 
rate, there is nothing ſpiritually good, no- 
thing ſuitable and pleaſing to God ; Whence 
theſe two great evils foliow 3. 

I, Firſt, an inclination to reje& the Remedy 
like a corrupt Stomack that gives no enter- 
tainment to the Phyſick, leaveth it no time

So do many in the ſtate of corrupt Nature, 
they hear the Truths of the Goſpel which 


the Lord hath appoynted as pre'ious Reme- 


dies againſt that diſcaſe, and rc: Ct them, caſt 
them up again, either denying them in the 
ſecret thoughts, not believing them, or nor 
ſeriouſly minding or regarding them. So the 
Apofile told the unbelieving Fews, -it was AR. 13. 46: 
neceſſary that the word of God ſhould firſt have | 
been ſpoken to you, but ſeeing ye put it from 
you, and judge your ſelves unworthy of cver- 
laſting life > Lo we turn to the Gentiles. He 
charged them for putting the word of God 
from them, The Apoſtle had put the word 
of God home to them, and they put it from 
them thus it is with many :; The Goſpel is + 
tendered ro them as neceſſary phylick ſent * 
down from Heaven, and miniſired co them 
by the Preachers of the word, but they pur 
it from them3 either they do not take it 
down, or prelently caſt it up again. 
Secondiy, there is an inclination 1 corrupt 
Nature, to corrupt the Truths of the Goſpel, and 
to make them occaſions of increaſing the diſeaſe, 
and fo to make the Goſpel to become the 
ſervant of death unto death. Corrupt Nas» 2 Cor. 2. 16. 
ture is apt to make both the Jaw and the Gol- 
pel occaſions of increafing theſe diſeaſes of 
the ſou] concerning the Law, the Apdſile 
ſaith, when we were in the fleſh, the motions of 
fin which were by the Law, did work in our 
members to bring forth freit unto death : Tins 
explaineth afterwards as in other paſſages3

fore cannot be properly the cauſe of any thing 
finful and unholy, Was that then which 3s 
good made death unto me £ God forbid ! But 
fin that it might appear ſin, working death in me 
by that which is good, that fin by the command- 
ment might become exceeding finful ; ſuch is the 
malignity of corrupt Nature, that it wofk- 
eth evil out of good, and maketh the pure 
and holy Law of God an occation of fin, tre 
more fia is forbidden, reproved, threatned, 
condemned by the Law 3 the more vehe- 
mently is the corruption of nature carried at- 
ter fin. So tor the Goſpel, the Apoſtle Peter 
{aith, that Chriſt preached in the Goſpel; is to 
them that are diſobedient, a ſtone of fiumbling 
and a rock of offence 3 when to them which ſtumble 
at the word, being diſobedient, whereunto alſo 
they were appointed. They fiumble and take 
offence becauſe they like not thoſe terms upon 
which Chriſt is offered to them in the Gol- 
pel. How dangerous is it then to continue 
in this cſtate ot corrupt nature ? How ear- 
neſt ſhould poor fouls be with the Lord to' 
deliver them? The body is in a fad <ſtate 
when all both food and phyſick increaſeth 
fome deadly diſeaſe in it, The word and 
Goſpel of God is buth food and phyſick, and 
corrupt Nature 1s apt to make it an occaſion 
to increale fin, and aggravate condemnation. 
Cry mightily co the Lord to work a through 
care upon your fouls, to change and renew 
your

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your natures, to ſend his fpirit along with 
his word, that it may overpower the dif- 
eaſes of your (ouls,and be unto you the ſavour

me'| Goſpel are denyed and rejefied in theſe days, (o 
:d- |} many parts of Scripture abuſed with falſe in- 
| terpretations and corrupt glofſes, ſo many 
errors and lyes maintained inftcad of Truths, 
Corrupt nature is a full fountain ſufficient ro 
ſend forth a mulcitude of theſe poyloned 
'ſireams. It is a fruitful wombe to conceive 
and bring forth abundantly, ignorance, mif- 
taking the ſenſe of Scripture, drawing faſe 
concluſions from the word, filling the mind 
with miſts and clouds of prejudice againſt 
the Truth, Love of fin, Pride, Corrupt and 
inordinate fſclt-love , excetiive love of the 
world and outward things. Theſe and the 
like diftempers of corrupt Nature, What 
truths may they not corrupt or deny ? What 
errours and falle opinions may they not 
breed and cherith ? 

Now when Satan the Father of Lyes,cither 
more immediately - by himſelf, or mediately 
by his inſtruments worketh upon corrupt 
nature, then followes firong deluſion or eih+ 
cacy of error whereby people are brought to * Thel. 2. 13: 
believe lyes tending to damnation. Yea, {uch 
is the power of Satan joynin.g with corrupt 
nature in the producing ot falſe doCtrines, 
that one error begetteth) many, and one Se- 
ducer decceiveth many 3 on* blinJ guide draws

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eth a multitude into the ditch with himſelf; 
yea, one Heretie may foon over-run a whole 
Country, and ſpread ſuddenly from one Na- 
tion toanother., How (oon did the Hereties 
of Arius overcome the world, and how 
were the Kings and Kingdoms of the earth 
made drunk with the cup of the Whore of 
Babylon, lying, drenched and drowned in Po- 
piſh errours, Superſtitions and Idolatries z and 
like horns faftned to the head of the beaſt, 
imploying their power to maintain the ty- 
ranny of Antichriſt, and to ſuppreſs and 
perſecute the truth, and them that were fin- 
cere and zealous in profefſing and promoting 
if And, 

Thirdly, upon the ſame ground, we may 
ſee the cauſe of ſuch wicked prattices as are uſed 
to advanee and eftabliſh erronrs : Satan ' and 
mans corrupt nature joyn together in the 
breeding, of them. Falſe do&rines have an 
helliſh original], and fo are carried on by hel- 
lith means; What juglings were uſed by the 
Arians to delude the Emperor Conjtantine, to 
bring the Champions of the Trarh, eſpecially 
Athanaſius into diſgrace and fufpicion with 
him ? how importunate were they to ob- 
tain a toleration, and to be received into Com- 
munion with the Church ; covering their 


wolvith natures under ſheeps cloathing, while 


they were weak and kept under, bat caſting 
off the ſheeps skin when once they grew 
numerous and ſtrong, and had Ernperours 
for their turn, and appearing in their own 
colours, devouring the ſheep of Chriſt, mak- 


ing

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ing havock of the Church, and exerciſing 
outragious perſecution againſt them? Much 
is related alſo of the fury and cruelty ot the 
Circumcellions ; As for the Papiſts, what Coun- 
try in Ewrope almoſt hath not had experience 
more or l:{s of their bloody butcheries? how 
many thouſands of Szints and Martyrs have 
they murdered with tire and ſword, and put 
focruel torments in Italy, Germany, Spain, 
France, Netherlands, England and Scotland? 
Among the reſt the barbarous Maſlacres acted 
upon the Proteftants at Paris in France, under 
pretence of friendſhip, and a royal wedding, 
and the like cruelty executed in other Cities 
of that Ringdom, and the helliſh Powder 
plot here in England, are (ufficient evidences 
by what ſpirit they are led : and this latter 
15 on the one fide, I conceive, matter of per- 
petual infamy and reproach to the Whore of 
Babylon; and on the other fide, an everla- 
ftiing monument of the goodnels of God, and 
his watchful eye-over his Church, in diſco» 
vering this work of darknels, laughing to 
{corn the counſels of his Enemies, and com- 
manding deliverance for his people in this 
Land, by which means the Goſpel and or- 
dinances of God art continued among us to 
this day, But by rheſe and the like examples

But ſome may queſtion, If Satan aud corrupt 
natare are the cauſe of errours, whatis the rea- 

then, 1. That ſome of the godly are drawn 
znto Error ? 2. What is the cauſe that many 
carnal perſons, and many notoriouſly wicked. 
are free from Errours, yca, at ſuch times and 
in ſuch places where errours and ſets abound, 
For an{wer to the tormer I conceive. 

Firſt, that many who have been ot note for 
godlinels were xever ſound 3 they were but 
chafte in the Lords flooxe, aud ſo eafily 
blown away with every wind of falſe Do@&-» 
rine, Saith the Apoſtle Fohn, Little children, 
it is the laſt time, and as ye have heard that 
Antichriſt ſhall come, even now are there many

time: Theſe l:fſer AntQyiſts were forcrun- 
ners of the great AntMrifſt, but whence

came theſe petty Antichriſls, even out of 
the boſome of the primitive? apoſtolical 
Chorchz for ſaith this Apoſtle, They went 
out from us, but they were not of us : for if they 
bad been of us, they would no doubt have con- 
tinued with us, but they went out, thatthey might 
be made manifeſt, that they were uot all of us. 
It theſe thax were in communion with the 
Church of Chriſt in thoſe pureſt times, were 
unſound at thebeſt, and afterwards diſcove- 
red theif unſoundnels by departing from the 
f:ith and Church of Chriſt, and becoming 
open enemies to the Truth, have we not 
cauſe to think that many, who in theſe days 
1mbrace falſe opinions, were never upright 
when they ſeemed moſt zealous for the. Truth 
and wayes of God? And therefore what need 
have all to ſearch their hearts, and while they 
{eem to ſtand take heed leaft they fall, by 
I:bouring to ground themſelves upon the 
Lord Jc{us Chriſt by faith unfeigned.

L aftly, | conceive that the Lord may in bis 
wiſdom ſuffer ſome eminent $aints of his to err 
in ſome things, that men may learn not to thin 
of men above that which is meet, but to give 
that great prerogative of infallibilaty to the God 
of truth alone, who hath revealed his Truth 
in the holy Scriptures: and therefore Chri- 
fiians ſhould try all ſpirits and doctrines by 
this Rule, bring them all to the Law and to 
the Teliimony, concluding that it they ſpeak 
not according to this Rule, it is becauſe there 
15 no light in them, no light in their doct- 
rine, fo far as it will not endure the trial of 
Scripture light; yea, the Apoſile ſpeaks very 
high in this caſe, Though we, or an Angel from 
Heaven, preach any other Goſpel wnto you than 
that which we bave preached, let him be accurſed, 
If it were poflible for a bleſſed Angel to 
preach falſe doqrine, we muſt reje& and 
cleave to the Scripture againſt all contra- 
diction. 

For anſwer 0 the ſecond Queſtion : In as 
much as Satan, and the corrupt nature of 
man, arc the cauſe of Errours and Hereſics, 


both ſuch as are of civil converſation, and

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For anſwer to this I conceive, 
Firſt, that ſome ſuch perſons being naturally 
quick, of apprehenſion, and judicious, may be

ftand to them, eſpecially when there 15 liberty 
for all fides to hold and profeſs what they 
liſt, and a man may fiick to the Truth with- 
out loſs and danger : in ſuch cafes natural 
Conſcience is a firong tye upon mens lpirits, 
to cauſe them not willfully to deny a known 
Truth. 

S:condly, Some may affect the reputation of 


conſtancy, being loth to be noted for light 


vain and fickle perſons and therefore in as 
much as it was their lot to be trained up from 
their childhood in the truth, they will cleave 
to it, howſoever others calt it off, fo long as 
they {ce they may do it with fafety, They 
account it a childiſh thing to hearken to every 
novelty and vain tancy (as indeed it is) and 
theretore not becoming their gravity. It may 
be they would have been as obftinate in error 
had they happened to have been taught it in 
their youth, as now they ſcem to be conſtant 
in the Truth, Is not this apparent in divers 
at this day, who fland firm in doGCtrinal 
truths, and remain perverſcly {iiffe, in old 
Ceremonyes and ſuperſtitious obſervances, 
which have no footing in the holy S-riptures, 
becauſe they have been trained up in both ?

againſt Churches , Councels againſt Gouncels ? 
$ the Macedonians, Neſtorians, Enutichians, 
Monothelites, and others, how ſadly did they 
tear the Church in pieces ?

Paul and Ba 
nabas at Tconium, fo ſpake, that a great mu 
tirude both of the Fews and alſo of the Gree 
believed: Here was the proper effe& « 
Chrifſtsſpirit working in the Goſpel preacl 
&d ; it made peace berween God and men,ar 
united Fews and Gentiles together, who we 
odious to each other. Now fſce alſo the & 
fect of Satans malice, and the perverſenels « 
unbelievers, in taking occaſion hence to caul 
diviſions; But the nnbelieving Fews ftirred u 
the Gentiles, and made their minds evil affed 
againſt the - Brethren. It ſeemeth theſe mil 
chievous perſons ' then began to kindle thi 
fire of contention in the breaſts of ignorant 
perſons, but it did not preſently flame on 
And therefore in the third verſe we find tha 
theſe faithful ſervants of Chriſt went on it 
their work without interruption : Long timt 
therefore abode they ſpeaking boldly in the Lori 
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which gave teſtimony to. the word of bit Grace, 
and granted ſigns and wonders to be done by their 
hands. Bur at length this fire of Hell that 
lay ſmothered under the athes brake forth, 
the multitude of the City was divided, and part 
held with the Fews, andpart with the Apoſtles, 
and an aſſault was made both of the Gentiles 
and Fews, People ani Rulers, to uſe theme deſ- 
pitefully and ſtone them, ſo that the Apoſtles fled 
and preached the Goſpel elſewhere. Here it is 
as cl:ar as the Sun, that the unbelievers and 
enemies of the Truth were the cauſe of this 
divition. If we ſhould trace the Apoſtle 
Paul in his travels from place to place, where 
ſhall we find a place free from divifions? not 
cauſed by his preaching, but tollowing occa- 
fonally from his prezching, Satan and his 
Agents kindling the coals of contention. The 
Apoſtle could not bring men to Chriſt by his 
Miniſtry, but he muſt of necellity wreft them 
out of the power of Satan, and call chem 
from the courſe of the worldzand thereupon 
Satanand the world were enraged, and {0 
contentions and divitons followed.

in obedience to the Law ; that they hereby 
do make void the Law, or take away the uſe 
and authority of it, This the Apoſtle doth 
moſt ſtrongly deny, by affirming the con- 
trary,

me ſhall not walk, in darkneſs, but ſhall have 
- the light of life. The Phariſees ſaid unto bim, 
Thou beareſt record of thy ſelf, thy record is not 
true. This was doubly falſe; for he is the 
truth it ſelf, and neither did nor could fpeak 
any untruth, So when the Lord Jeſus 
had opened the eyes of one that was born 
blind, on the Sabbath day, Some of the Pha- 
riſees ſaid, This man is not of God, becauſe be 
keepeth not the Sabbath day. This was doubly 
falſe; If a man be accuſed for breaking the 
Sabbath, when he doth ſome work of ne- 
ceſfity, which is permitted on the Sabbath 
day, though not commanded, it is a falle 
F aG- 
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accuſation ; but when he is accuſed to break 
the Sabbath, for ſuch a work as 1s a work 
ſuitable to, the Sabbath z there is a double 
falſhood in ſuch a charge, Now ſuch wy 
this, and other miraculous works wrought 
by the Lord Chrift on the Sabbath. They 
were not only things permitted to be done

works, works of divine and almighty power, 
works tending to prove and confirm hi 
doErine : yea, proofs and evidences of that 
great dodrine, that he was the Son of God, 
the Chriſt, the Saviour of the world. $ 
thofe enemies of the Goſpel at Philipp tally 
accuſed Pal and Silas, and flandered thei 
dodrine, ſaying, theſe men being Fews,

Sanballat anfwered him, that if 
he would keep his Daughter for. his wife, he 
would.makec. him an High: prieſt, and with 
the licenſe and conſent of Darixs King of 
Perſia build a Temple upon Mount Gerizin 
for that purpoſe.

.200 years, - was ruined by Hircanus, about a 
hundrcd years. before Chriſt his coming in 
the fleſh or more. Now as they that embrace 
errours. and. corrupt inventions of men. in 
things pertaining to Religion and religious 
worthip, are obllinate in cleaving to their 
fancies : ſo the Samaritans would make

tures compared together, ſhew that Circuny 
cifion did fecal the Covenant of Grace be 
tween God and his people : on the one fide 
confirming the promiſes of God to them, as 
a ſeal added to the blood of his Covenant, 
on the other fide engaging them to anſwer 
the ends of the Covenant by Circumciling 
their hearts, mortifying their corruptions, 
and forſaking their fins. The fum of Gods, 
promiſes ſealed by the Sacrament of Circum- 
cifion, is delivered in theſe words, I mill 
eſt abliſh my Covenant between me and thee, and 
thy ſeed after thee in their generations for an 
everlaſting Covenant, to be a God unto thee and 
20 thy ſeed after thee. 1 conceive this conteineth 
as much as all the promiſes of the Goſpel: 
For what is there in a)l the promiſes concer- 
ning pardon of fin, juſtification, adoption, 
the graces of SanEtification, the comforts and 
joyes of the holy Ghoſt, Communion with 
God, ftrength againſi temptation, proteQtion 
againſt the aſſaults of Satan and the world, 
hearing and anſwering of prayers,” ſupport 
under afflitions, victory over death, ever- 
lating lite and ſalvation, and other promiles 
and priviledges granted to Believers in the 
Gofpel, I ſay, what 1s there in all theſe 
which is not comprehended in this promile, 
T will be their God? God is all (ufficient, he

in thee ſhall all families of the earth be bleſſed. 
I conceive the promiſe of Chriſt is twice in- 
cluded here: when it is ſaid, T will make thee 
a bleſſing 3 and again, 3# thee ſhall all the fa- 
milies of the earth be bleſſed. Abraham was 
made a bletling, and the Nations and fa- 
milies of the Earth were bleſſed in him, in 
this regard, becauſe Chriſt according to the 
fleſh or humane nature was to ifſue out of his 
loynes; according to that, in thy (ced ſhall all 
the nations of the earth be bleſſed, that is in 
Chritt, So that Abraham tound that in

"Here are two other Laws mentioned by 
re che Apoſtle in the former part of this 
$an{Þ Epifile, by neither of which men can be 
(| joftified in the fighe of God : One is the 
Law of Nature, the other is the Moral Law, 
written and delivercd in the Scriptures. It 
was needful for the Apoſtle to ſpeak diſtin» 
ly of both theſe : For, 

1. His great deſign was to make known 
the only way whereby men might be juſtified 
and accepted as righteous in the fight of God, 
the righteous judge of all the world, that fo 
they might be everlaſting]y bleſſcd and faved 3 
whether by their own works and performan=- 
ces, or by the grace and free favour of God, 
Iimputing to them the righteouſneſs of the 
Lord Jefus Chriſt, and working faith in their 
hearts by his ſpirit, thereby enabling them

This was a reall and full acknows 
ledgement of the Authority of the Law 


the wonderful abaſement, the grievous ſut- 


ferings of the Son of God, were ſignal evi- 
dences, infallible demonſtrations ot the force 
and authority of the Law 3 the Lord of glo- 
ry appearing in the form of a Servant, to 
make way for ſatisfying the Law ; he that is 
the brightneſs of the Fathers glory, enduring 
the ſhame of the Croſs, did abundantly wit- 
neſs to the world the Authority of the Law, 


The Lord Jeſus Chriſt ſpared not his molt. 
precious blood, but freely poured it forth to. 
fatisfie the Law, for the fins of his people, 


and thereby ratified and ſealed the Authority 
of the Law. 


How ſhould this be improved #0 ſtir up poor, 
fouls without delay to turn to the Lord, and 


flee to Chriſt ? For in as much as the Lord 
ſelus did both perform perfe&t obedience to 
the Law;and bear the full penalty and curſe of 
the Law, and by both theſe cftabliſh the Law 3 
it ſheweth clearly that the Law ſtandeth in full 
force againſt all that are out of -Chiiſt, they 
being guilty of fin againſt the Law, are ſub- 
ject to the Curſe of the Law 3 for being not 
found in Chriſt, they have no part in his- per» 
fect righteouſneſs and full fatisfaftion, and 
therefore are every moment in. danger of the 


ſentence of condemnation denounced by the 
the Law, . It is true that Chriſti, hath fully, 
ſatisfied the Law ; But what doth-this help. 


them 
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them that remain in their natural eſtate of 


impenitency and unbelict ? That full (atis- 
faction which Chritt made to the Law, ra- 
tifi:th the Authority of the Law, and pro- 
claimeth to the world, that the Law ſpareth 
none that are under the Law, and fo are 
all that are not in Chriſt, and ſo under grace 3 
and therefore reft not one day in this con» 
dition > fin liethat the door, the avenger of 
blood 15 at thy back, the voice of the Law 
is, pey that thou oweſt : It is a groundlcis plea 


tofay, Chritt hath paid all, if thou remaineſt 


out of Cirilt. 

Secondly, If fin were ſo exceeding grievous 
and bitter unto C briſt, Ob let it not be ſweet aud 
delightful unto thee ! i fin imputed were fuch 
an unipezkable torment to the Lord Jcſus 
Chriſt, What a ſhame 1s it tor any that pre« 
tend to be members of Chriſt, ro mzke it the 
matter of their contentment ?

the ſupream Lawgiver and Judge, but by 
{ſuch a Righteouſneſs as was fully anſ{werable 
to the Rule of the Law, and therefore becauſe 
in this corrupt ſtate of Nature, wherein all 
mankind are,ſince the fall, no man coald have 
performed perte& obedience to the Law in 
his own perſon, butall muſt have lain under 
the ſentence of condemnation, and utterly 
periſhed. The Lord Chriſt having taken upon 
him the Name of Jeſus, and the office of a 
Saviour and Redeemer,to ſave his people from 
their tins, yet would not fave them in an il 
legal and irregular way, not by his royal 
prerogative without reſpect to the Law, but 
by fulfilling the Righteouſneſs of the Law in 
his own perſon, and then communicating his 
perfcd righteouſneſs to them, inveſting them 
with it, cloathingthem with this ſpotleſs and Y | 
glorious robe of his Righteouſneſs. On the 
other fide, the contrary doCtrine of juftifica- 
tion by the works of the Law, teaching that 
men might be delivered from Condemnation, 
and approve themſelves as righteous in the 
fight of God, by their own inherent holineſs 
and works performed by them in obedicnceto-| 
the Law, did deny the force, the vigour and 
Authority of the Law, becauſe the holioal . 
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is & and performances of the beſt of them did 
fall far ſhort of the perfe&ion of the Law. 
| Now to ſay that men may be juſtified by the 
- works of the Law, whoſe works did _ not 
anſwer the righteouſneſs required in the Law; 
was to declare the Law to be void, to have 
loſt its power, to condemn the tranſgreſſours, 
of the Law. But Chriſt having fulfilled the 
righteouſneſs of the Law, and born the full 
puniſhment of it, and communicated his righ- 
teouſnels to Believers 3 hath dearly and abun-
